Gypsy  moth  caterpillars  eat  the  leaves  of 
trees,  killing  many  of  them.  Defoliated  trees 
spoil  campsites,  wildlife  shelters  and  private 
property.  Federal  and  State  quarantines  re- 
strict the  movement  of  many  articles  that 
might  carry  the  dread  insect  to  other  parts 
of  the  country.  But  we  also  need  your  help. 

Every  member  of  your  family  can  partici- 


pate in  this  "stop-the-gypsy-moth"  drive. 
Carefully  search  your  car,  camper  and  equip- 
ment for  caterpillars,  egg  masses  and  cocoons 
before  you  leave  any  campsite  in  the  infested 
area.  Remove  and  crush  any  you  find.  Camp- 
site directors  or  local  plant  protection  officials 
can  give  you  more  detailed  information.  Don't 
take  gypsy  moths  home  with  you.
